This collection of books illustrated by John Leech and of ~ 
original drawings by him—the largest and finest private col- 
lection in the world—is the result of many years of intelligent, 
_ enthusiastic, and patient investigation and accumulation by 
Mr. Stanley Kidder Wilson of Philadelphia, now universally 
recognized as the highest authority on the life and work of 
this famous English artist.
